Prof. J. R. 8. Sterrett describes i’ 
the September Century a region of\ 
Cappadocia in which, as he believes, 
the inhabitants have been cave-dwell- 
ers for nearly four thousand years.

The height of the cones varies 
greatly, ranging perhaps from fifty to 
300 feet.
